I Pabis, November i.hi consequence of the
great and wide-sp- i end distress lelt among the
Lyons silk weavers, it has been proposed in
)iigh quarters that, In order to provide hun-
dreds of unemployed workmen with labor, we
are not to be admitted into any fashionable
assembly in plain silk robes. Tae richest bro-
cade flu u red silt damask, and brocatcllcs aro to

"be adopted at court. These rich silk fabrics
do not curry us more than twenty years
back, but the cul of thc-- e materials ib
lo follow the styles favored under the Resto-
ration und in the beginning of this cen-lur- y,

when our grandmothers had to learn
to be graceful in very narrow skirts. That they
were so we may not doubt, on closing the "Me-

moir? oi the Duchess d'Abrautes," in which, from
her of some of ths beautiss under
the First Kmpire, some hope can be derived
wherewith to enliven the present state of all'airs.
IJrocade is very heavy. I therefore suggest that
your leaders hhould enter into the spirit of the
conclave formed by women of taste in Paris,
and content tben. selves this wluter with figured
ilk in preference to dam as k.

Bouquets of flowers on appropriate grounds
will always be more tasteful aud womanly than
laige spreading patterns. Should any pretty
Tjbilauthropist consider it a auty to order in stifl
silk cloth, let her cover her solas anew or use it
lor window haugines, wbicn. expenditure will
ouiet her coiiscieuce, effectually relieve her
purse, and do tae Lyons weavers a world of
eoort.

' 1 have seen some of the new patterns which.
are to be manufactured on figured silks. The

' lollowiuii are perfectly artistic:
Trails of colored ersantheruums, on ligbturn ground, wnue and vioiet periwinkles on

light emerald green, suowclrops on porcelain
blue, clusters of lilac on very dark creen, uud
jnany others.

The lily of the valley pattern, on a long spear
leaf, is lovely with mauve. There are also
showers of miniature sprays all over bluck
corded silk, and black being so fashionable, I
think both economy and stvlo cau be combined
in one of the latter. It may be as well to remind 1

your readers here that artists such as (ieiicuult,
Cambrun, and Thierry were silk designers at
Lyons before they Decame illustrious painters.

The piece of sultaha that was manufactured
for the Empress last summer (pansies on white
ground), aud of which u second piece was then
ordered lor next year's exhibition, is to be copied
on rich white grosmain for winter toilettes at
court. Nothing can be more tastjfui than the
figured ribbons which are to be used for trim-
mings, etc. I particularly recommend the held
flower pattern for neckties and the rich cactus
on wide Tallien sashes. I hear of ladies at the
Tuileries who, in, tits of unbounded benevolence
not extravaeance). are bent on appearing next

season at all the court festivities in immeasura-
ble lengths of the newest Lyons material.

I hope your readers will "be advised to prefer
a sober display of ribbons, though, they can be
cf the richest, and it would be well if there
could be some degree of unity in every lady's
choice.

Her head had been
split open, and her hodr frightfully gashod in
various parts bv an o xo. By his on i cries h soon
aroused the neighbors, and iinmediato search was
made lor the authors of the terrible crime. I lie
ground being soit and yielding from rain, human
tracks weie soon discovered. It was noticed that
one track was made by a shoe run down at tin; sido
and having three heavy uuils and a break across the
noddle of the shoo.
